ORIGIN OF PATENT LAWS. 

The word “letters,” meaning a chirographic 
message, and the word “ patent,” meaning 
“open,” taken together constitute a generic 
term for special grants made by a government. 
These are commonly executed under the seal of 
the granting authority, and their origin is re- 
mote. 

Letters patent, for the exclusive use of inven- 
tions, were of later date than letters patent for 
many other mghts or privileges. They were 
orginally issued under the same general princi- 
ples as those for other objects; but in progress 
of time became the subject of a special branch 
of jurisprudence. Historically, this latter had 
its origin only four or five centuries ago, and 
the earlier patents were loosely defined. The 
principle, however, is identical with one of the 
laws of ancient Persia, a land composed, in great 
part, of barren and arid stretches of country, 
interspersed with ponds and watercourses. By 
the Persian law it was provided, that whoever 
should reclaim a piece of desert land by irriga- 
tion, should have the exclusive right of tillage 
during the period of two generations. The 
analogy between the work that produces har- 
vests where none would grow before, and that 
which produces wealth by the elaboration of an 
idea, is close and manifest. 

The Romans secured to writers the exclusive 
use of their manuscripts, which, to a certain 
limited extent, resembled the modern protection 
to inventors, although no letters patent were 
granted. The Chinese, in the ninth century, 
offered rewards for excellence in handicrafts, 
but it is not known that they rewarded the in- 
troduction of novelties in industries. In Europe 
the latter practice was first adopted with ref- 
erence to the introduction of arts and manufac- 
tures from abroad; the introducer and the in- 
ventor of new processes and implements being 
regarded as of equa! merit. This idea is in- 
herent in the patent laws of Great Britain, 
of Russia, and some other countries to this 
day. 

The rewards offered for such improvement 
varied in character. In Nuremberg they were 
patents in the modern sense of the term, and 
it was by this means that the manufacture of 
wire, including gold wire for the fabrication of 
cloth-of-gold, became one of the great industries 
of that famous city. In France, the manufac- 
ture of silk was encouraged by an edict that the 
artisans should have the privilege of wearing 
swords, a distinction previously accorded only 
to nobles. 

In England, from the time of Edward IIL, 
the granting of exclusive privileges for limited 
periods to inventors and introducers of new im- 
provements was in vogue. The first of these 
grants of which there is any record was to “two 
monks and an alderman,” who alleged that they 
had discovered a method for transmuting base 
metals into gold. The crown seems to have 
doubted whether this was a proper subject for 
protection, and appointed a commission to deter- 
mine whether such transmutation was possible. 
The report was in favor of the projectors, and 
the patent accordingly issued under the great 
seal. The next is recorded several reigns later, 
and the earliest case cited as authority in mod- 
ern patent practice bears date in the time of 
Elizabeth. It is worthy of remark that some of 
the first patents were granted to the authors of 
books, in precisely the same manner as like pat- 
ents were granted to inventors for new and use- 
ful improvements in manufactures. This de- 
monstrates that the modern copyright law and 
patent law are substantially identical in origin, 
as they are in principle.

The term ‘‘ manufac- 
tures” has been broadened by judicial interpre- 
tation to include every variety of improvement 


in any art or industry which, in its production, | 


calls for the exercise of the inventive faculty, 
and which is not injurious to public morals. It 
is common, with many writers on the law of 
patents to date the patent system from the pass- 
age of this statute. This, however, is not cor- 
rect, for, as before stated, patents for inventions 
had been granted long before, not only in Eng- 
land, but in other countries, while, as a matter 
of law, the statute of monopolies made no 
change whatever as concerns patents granted 
for new and useful improvements in the arts. 
The only change which it effected was the pro- 
hibition of unlawful monopolies which sought 
to take from the people what had before 
belonged to them, while it distinctly recog- 
nized the old-time right of the crown to grant 
exclusive privileges during limited periods, an 
improvement not previously known in the 
realm. But even this was not a change in the 
law, for the statute itself was framed to re- 
assert and reestablish the ancient rights of the 
people, and was not only prohibitive as to some 
things, but it was also declaratory as to others. 
The statute merely distinguished between 
patents granted for new and useful inventions, 
and patents granted for monopolies in articles 
previously known and used by the public, per- 
mitting the former and denying the latter. 

It is clear that this method of rewarding in- 
ventors by grants of exclusive privileges from 
the crown, grew originally out of the lawful au- 
thority of the latter under the Common Law of 
England, and rested on this foundation until 
about thirty years ago, when the practice be- 
came the subject of a new act of parliament, 
under which patents have since been granted, 
and which has remained unchanged to the pres- 
ent time, but which left their ethics and princi- 
ple unchanged. 

The patent law of England, therefore, is to be 
found in the decisions of the English courts, and 
these show a constant progress, refining and ex- 
plaining the principle on which patents should 
be granted from the time of the Tudors until 
something more than a century ago when the 
litigation concerning Arkwright’s spinning ma- 
chinery, Watt’s steam engine, and other great 
improvements which made their appearance 
about that time, formulated the jurisprudence 
on this subject in a clear and comprehensive 
manner. It was undoubtedly from this that the 
framers of the Constitution of the United States 
derived their convictions as to the justice and 
propriety of protecting property in ideas, both 
as regards arts and literature, and which were 
embodied in the 119th clause of that instrument.

Stuff Regulator. 





The drawings given herewith illustrate an im- 
provement in stuff regulators for paper-making 
machines, the object being to provide a means 


for accurately gauging the flow of the stuff, so |

The improvement consists in the automatic ad-

The feed-box B is fixed upon the platform-post 
m of a balance, D, which may be of any suitable 
character. As shown, the post is sustained by a 
spring, n, and weighted lever o, and indicates by

the gate. This insures a uniform supply of stuff 
to the machine.

More paper is now consumed in Ireland than 
at any former period, and yet scarcely a single 
Irish journal is produced from Irish-made paper. 
English and Scottish industry has managed to 
take the trade from us. Still it might be worth 
while to consider whether Ireland is so complete- 
ly out of the running in this respect as to render 
a revival hopeless. We hold she is not, and that 
if practical Irishmen with the requisite capital 
would only take the matter earnestly in hand, 
the difficulties would disappear. Twenty-five 
years ago the paper mills of Dublin were capa- 
ble, not alone of supplying the wants of Ire- 
land, the literature of which was much more 
contracted than it is at present, but of invading, 
in some instances, the English markets. We 
have even sent paper to Belgium and France, 
where the Irish article, made purely from 
rags, always commanded a ready market and 
a higher price than that of the production of 
any other nation. We are now largely re- 
duced to the necessity of providing for our 
everyday wants from the mills of Great 
Britain, while every accessory of a pros- 
perous national trade stands idly disregarded. 

Why should not paper mills be erected on the 
banks of the Liffey—in the neighborhood of 
Ringsend, for instance, thus doing away with 
the heavy cost of cartage to such remote dis- 
tricts as Tallaght, Rathfarnham and Clondal- 
kin? The lower cost of labor in Ireland, as 
compared with the wages paid in England and 
Scotland, should also count for something as 
against the price of coal. Rags we unfortu- 
nately have in abundance; straw is as plentiful 
as ever; no country in the world of the same 
area produces greater quantities of vegetables, 
so many of which are used in the manufacture 
of paper; and if our cotton mills are few in num- 
ber (there being, we believe, three at work in 
Ireland), there united refuse would add largely 
to the raw material stock of the paper mills. 

But even cotton refuse is not a necessity. As 
we have said, straw and the various vegetables 
are with us in profusion; and a cargo of esparto 
grass, which makes paper of the finest quality, 
could be as cheaply landed in Dublin as in Liver- 
pool or Glasgow. The strong alkalies and other 
chemicals necessary in the manufacture of paper 
come almost entirely from North Wales ; and 
surely their transmission to the Liffey would not 
be a much more costly proceeding than the for- 
warding of them to Lancashire or Derbyshire or 
distant Kent, while it should be much less than 
the rate at which they could be delivered in 
Glasgow. One other feature might be mentioned 
in favor of the Irish trade, and as tending still 
further to equalize the disproportion in the rela- 
tive prices of coal in the two countries—the 
freight of the manufactured article from Eng- 
land and Scotland to Ireland. 

Water carriage is, of course, the cheapest 
mode of transit known, and a ton of paper from 
Lancashire or Lanarkshire costs a wonderfully 
small sum to have landed in Dublin; but still it 
is an item to be taken into the account. We 
have, then, arrived at this position, that Glas- 
gow, Aberdeen, various towns in Lancashire, 
Kent and Derbyshire supply nearly the whole of 
Ireland’s wants in this respect, while our own 
country remains apparently helpless either to 
assist herself or to compete in the markets of the 
world.

Improvement in Wood-Pulping Engines. 








An improvement in apparatus for actuating 
the followers of wood-pulping engines and for 
other purposes has been patented. 

In wood-pulping engines it is customary to 
press the blocks of wood against the grinders 
by means of followers connected with screw- 
threaded rods, which are engaged by nuts or 
feed-wheels supported and turning in fixed bear 
ings. These followers are advanced slowly to 
force the wood against the grinders, and then 
run back in order to feed up anew supply. 

This invention relates more particularly to 
apparatus for conveying power to actuate the 
followers, or to operate similar devices (in 
presses and other machines) which are moved 
powerfully in one direction, and afterward in 
the reverse direction with less power; but the

Duty on Printing Paper, Sized and Glued. 


This Department is in receipt of your letter 
dated June 20, 1881, submitting the appeal 
(4,013 g) of Armstrong & Co., from your decision 
assessing duties at the rate of 35 per cent. ad 
valorem on certain so-called lithographic paper 
imported per Caledonia, May 11, 1881, and 
claimed by the appellants to be dutiable at the 
rate of 25 per centum ad valorem only as “* book 
paper, sized and glued,” and not to be dutiable 
as ‘‘ plate paper.” It appears that the paper can 
be used for all kinds of printing purposes, but 
that its general use is for the printing of illustra- 
tions for books or business cards, and not for the 
printing of reading matter. The question in- 
volved having been submitted to the customs 
officers at New York and Philadelphia, re- 
spectively, and to manufacturers and dealers, 
they express the opinion that the appellants’ 
claim is well founded, and it appears that Ap- 
praiser Rice, at your port, is now of the same 
opinion. In view of the facts and of the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court in Arthur v.. Mol. 
ler, relating to the printed matter, the Départ- 
ment decides that the merchandise should be 
classified under the provision of Schedule M 
(Heyl, 1368), for “‘ paper, sized or glued, suitable 
only for printing paper,” dutiable at the rate of 
25 per cent. ad valorem. You will reliqui- 
date the entry accordingly, and take measures 
for a refund of the duties levied in excess.—Sec'y 
of the Treasury to Collector of Customs, Boston.

Tension Regulator. 


An improvement in tension regulators for 
paper-drying and other similar machines is in- 
tended to automatically regulate the tension of 
material being wound upon or unwound from 
rolls—as, for instance, in paper-drying machines, 
printing-presses, wall-paper printing machines, 
calico-calendering machines, cloth-stretching 
machines and wherever an adjustable tension is 
required. Such a regulator is especially required 
in paper-making machines, as it is difficult to 
keep the tension of the paper uniform as it 
passes from the drying-cylinder to the calender- 
ing-rolls, on account of the expansion and con- 
traction, which either tears the paper by undue 
strain or causes wrinkling by insufficient tension. 

The invention consists in a loose driving-pulley 
having its hub formed with inclines, and loose 
collars formed with inclined faces, that are 
drawn to the hub by springs, combined with a 
winding-shaft having fixed collars, which are 
pressed to the loose collars by a screw, whereby 
the shaft is turned by the pulley, the friction 
being increased or diminished by the equaliza- 
tion of the strain between the springs and the 
material being wound. (287,021.)

Process of Making Wood Pulp. 


Improvement in the process of and machinery 
for making paper pulp from wood involves cer- 
tain improvements in mechanical devices and 
combinations of contrivances and processes for 
transforming sticks of wood into fine pulpy 
fibres, suitable to be used as a large constituent 
of printing and other fine papers. The princi 
pal objects of the improvements are to provide 
superior devices and processes for cutting sticks 
of wood into small pieces of suitable grain- 
length, for disintegrating the pieces of wood 
and softening and separating the fibres thereof, 
for reducing the fibres in water, and for sepa- 
rating the fine fibres in water from the coarse 
fibres and particles. In this process for trans- 
forming sticks of wood into fine fibres in water 
the sticks are first cut into suitable small 
pieces, chips, or bits of proper grain-length, 
and such pieces, chips or bits of wood are dis- 
integrated, softened and divided into fibres in 
water by subjecting the same with water to the

Now, it is doubtful whether “Old 
Hand” was there at all; but those who were 
pronounced the conveyor a marvel of simplicity 
and beauty and a triumph in paper-making. 
Two working conveyors were exhibited—one 
in brass, the other in copper—and received 
general attention. A schedule of prices, &c., 
will soon be ready for the trade. THE Paper 
TRADE JOURNAL may plume itself a little on 
the success of this appliance, as it was the first 
to suggest its adaptability. It is now time for 
the paper makers to take the matter in hand, 
and see what has been done for them. If the 
stuff-pump is to have a funeral, let THz Jour- 
NAL preach its sermon.

Holyoke Notes. 


(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Hotyoke, Mass., October 27, 1881. 

News is scarce this week. Every one is busy 
at regular occupations, and there is no one left 
to make news. There is no novelty in the re- 
mark that business in Holyoke is driving, for it 
has never been otherwise. It is also anold story 
to tell about the effort of the paper mills to catch 
up with their orders, for this has now been going 
on for a long time, and in some cases seems to 
get no better. 

In the absence of anything exciting, I will 
speak @ moment of a matter of growing interest 
to all manufacturers and manufacturing places. 
A local daily newspaper published an editorial 
the other day about the duties of manufacturers 
to their employees, and held up Holyoke as a 
shocking example, implying that things were in 
a dreadful state here. I did not like this very 
well, but the article in question contained some 
wholesome truths. Manufacturers certainly 
ought to take an interest in their employees, but 
so ought merchants, publishers of newspapers 
and all others who hire men and women to work 
for them. The difference is, I suppose, that 
manufacturers are more apt to employ ignorant, 
helpless people, who not only need their wages, 
but also need to be told how to spend the money 
they earn. But this is hardly true of paper 
manufacturers, and paper making is the chief 
industry of Holyoke. There is plenty of igno- 
rance and wretched living in this city, of course, 
and both public and private means ought to be 
used to force or induce people to be temperate 
and frugal. But the help in our paper mills, 
certainly outside of the rag rooms, do 
not belong to this class, but are chiefly 
people who have pride enough and knowledge 
enough to take care of themselves. The edito- 
rial to which I have referred seemed to think 
that a panacea for many of the evils of a manu- 
facturing town would be for the companies em- 
ploying help to build homes for them all, and 
see that they were kept in good shape. Theo- 
retically this is a beautiful idea, but unfortu- 
nately it can be carried out only by those rare 
old concerns which have grown rich by being in 
some way beyond competition. It is not practi- 
cable in a place like this, where every company 
is comparatively young and has to compete so 
closely with its neighbors. In the case of the 
paper manufacturers, at least, the policy of 
owning tenements is not thought a wise one, 
and does not always work well where it is tried. 
No one would argue at this time that it is a good 
thing for companies to run grocery stores, and 
charge the bills which the help run up on the 
pay-roll. It is far better that the workmen 
should take their money and buy their flour and 
meat for cash where they can make it go the 
farthest. Why, then, is it not better to give 
them their entire wages, if they are capable of 
taking care of them, and hire houses where 
they choose. The first duty which an employer 
owes his help is to so manage his business as to 
make money from it, and thus be able to furnish 
them steady employment. This done he should 
treat them as men and women, and do what he 
can to better their condition. The employees 
must also remember that they have duties 
toward their employer, and learn that his inter- 
est is theirs. If their work is well done, then he 
will be more likely to be able to continue to give 
them work. 

We have had no rain of any importance here 
as yet, but a rapid rise in the river early in the 
week indicates heavy rains to the north. The 
water has been overflowing the flash-boards of 
the dam several days, and we hope that there is 
to be no more trouble. On the whole, the season 
has been very favorable. There has been a loss 
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of power only one or two afternoons, and night- 
work has been suspended only about six times. 

All of the prophets agree that we are to have 
an open winter; but I hope this will not pre- 
clude heavy rain storms this fall. A moderate 
winter with more rain than snow will be wel- 
comed by the poor people who can live much 
cheaper through such a season. 

Some of the postal-card clerks who moved to 
Castleton last week, write back doleful stories 
about the place and wish themselves back in 
Holyoke. Their office building was not more 
than half completed, and they have to trudge a 
mile or two through the mud from the village to 
the factory. It is intended to have horse cars 
over this route, but at present everything is un- 
finished and in a state of chaos. There are many 
here who predict that after all their outlay of 
money, the experiment of Woolworth & 
Graham of making their own paper will be a 
failure, and that the business will ultimately 
come back to Holyoke. 

It is said that an enterprising firm is about to 
publish a book giving the name of every “dead 
beat” in the city for the protection of store- 
keepers. 

The Chemical Paper Company is making three 
tons of fine manilla paper a day for George W. 
Millar & Co., who furnish the Western Union 
Telegraph Company’s blanks. These are now to 
be made of manilla instead of white paper. H.

Atterbury Brothers are sending out a neat 
little monthly calendar, from October, ’81, to 
September, ’82, inclusive. 


An appeal from the judgment in a suit in the 
New York Court of Common Pleas was argued 
at the General Term of that Court last week. 
The action has been pending about two years, 
and was brought by Craft & Bingham against 
Harris Brothers & Co., the point at issue being 
the extent of the liability of a principal for the 
acts of his agent. On the trial of the case Craft 
& Bingham secured a verdict, and the General 
Term has reversed the judgment. The amount 
involved is about $1,000.

Sir 
William has constructed an instrument to make 
and break the circuit between the Faure battery 
and the dynamo, and thus fulfill automatically 
the conditions for the economical use of generat- 
ing machines and the regulation of the supply 
of electricity for the lamps. This instrument 
also guards the coils of the dynamo from 
damage, and prevents loss in the accumulator.

Short Weights. 


To the Editor of The Journal : 

It is getting quite common now for buyers of 
book paper to order their paper made from one 
to three pounds under weight and ask the mills 
to brand the reams the full or nominal weight : 
for example, 24x38, 50 pounds, they will order 
24x38, 48 pounds, and pay on the basis of 48 
pounds, but have the mills mark the paper 50 
pounds and sell the same to their customers at 
50 pounds, &c. 

This is a petty swindle, and should be stopped 
at once by all parties concerned. Some mills 
refuse to become parties to the fraud, but all the 
mills should unite in the refusal. It is due to 
the paper trade that the business be conducted 
in an honest manner. 7s

That Suction Box. 


To the Editor of The Journal : 

I have had an opportunity of inspecting the 
Anti-Friction Suction Box, and was highly 
pleased with it. It contains the germ of an idea 
that will, when fully developed, make it a 
formidable rival to the ‘‘ Revolver,” its extreme 
simplicity being 50 per cent. in its favor. I did 
think that it was also going to be something new, 
but on giving a description of it to certain par- 
ties, they affirm that it is identical with a patent 
issued over twenty years ago in England, and 
that it has been at work and is working in sev- 
eral mills there, among others, Joynson, of St. 
Mary’s Cray, Kent, England, being the first to 
introduce it. 

After all, 1 am afraid that those who are so 
enthusiastic over either the ‘‘ Revolver” or 
“* Anti-Friction,” will be wofully disappointed. 
A good deal of the results claimed will be found 
nil. Let us take twoof the most important, 
viz.: The wear of the wire and running without 
the top coucher. I can remember and have run 
machines before suction boxes were generally 
introduced. Thirty feet a minute was a fast 
speed ; wires on the average ran three months. 
Compare this with the speed nowadays,any where 
from 75 to 120 feet, and we read in THE JOURNAL 
occasionally of wires running about twice three 
months. 

If those who are in the habit of running wires 
will take the trouble to look back they will find 
for one wire taken off for being gone in the that 
centre, they have taken off five which were gone 
on the sides, and that, comparatively, a very 
small amount or no paper at all had been made 
on the parts which had given out. No reason, 
that I have heard, has been assigned for this. I 
suspect that the same cause which operates in 
wearing the nap off of the ends of the upper 
coucher jacket when not making paper on it, 
acts also on the wire when running without the 
paper on it. If the wire wears the nap of the 
jacket, the jacket must also wear the wire. As 
for the working without the top coucher, we 
have heard so much of it that it is almost super- 
fluous to resurrect it. One thing I have tested, 
and that is that thie bottom coucher alone will not 
turn the wire if there is a heavy suction on it, 
pnless it is extra and unnecessarily tightened, so 
that what would be gained on the one hand

Residents of Machias, Me., talk of building a 
pulp mill where the saw mills were burned, as 
there will be no attempt made to rebuild the 
saw mills again. Stock for pulp making, such 
as poplar, spruce, cedar and other woods, is abun- 
dant. 


All of the property of the Collins Manufactur- 
ing Company at North Wilbraham, Mass., in- 
cluding a good water privilege, a valuable two 
machine mill, well equipped, and several tene- 
ments, has passed into the control of William 
Whiting, by vote of the stockholders, Mr. 
Whiting having bought three-quarters of the 
stock at about the rate of $160,000 for the whole. 
Mr. Whiting will immediately put one, and per- 
haps both, of the machines at work on fine, loft- 
dried papers. 

Mason & Wooster and Mason & Perkins, at 
Bristol, N. H., have received letters patent for a 
process for making pulp-board on Fourdrinier 
machines. 


The leading industry at Fairchild, Me., bids fair 
to be pulp making. The foundation of a new 
mill is now being laid. It is expected to reduce 
to pulp at least 1,000 cords of wood per month 
when the mill gets into full operation, which 
will be next Jume.

THE MONEY MARKET.—There has been 
quite a measurable relief from the severe mone- 
tary stringency that has been more or lessa 
disturbing element in trade for several weeks 
past. As a consequence of the increased supply 
of loanable funds, call loans have ruled easy, 
while the banks have been enabled to extend in- 
creased accommodation to the merchants. 

The stock market continues quiet, notwith- 
standing an increased supply of loanable funds 
and lower average rates. Prices have been 
irregular, but in the main firm. 

Government bonds are firm, with an advance 
in the fours and extended fives, with active 
dealings in both. 

Railroad bonds are also in increased demand, 
and prices have, for the most part, advanced. 

The market for foreign exchange was quiet 
but strong, the demand for remittances is not 
large, but the supply of commercial bills is very 
small,

THE PAPER TRADE.—The market during 
the past week has not developed any new feat- 
ure. The consumption of paper, or rather the 
demand, during the past month has been gradu- 
ally gaining upon the supply, and there are un- 
doubtedly lighter stocks in the hands of dealers 
now than there was a month ago; in fact, the 
market is almost bare of some special grades, 
and prices have appreciated from 1¢ to }¢c. on 
the low and medium qualities of Book and News. 
Straw wrapping has become very much reduced 
in supply, and dealers who have any stock to 
sell are very loth to part with it, even at the 
high prices they are enabled to obtain. There 
is comparatively little being made in the East, 
owing to the protracted drought, and prices are 
about as high as during the ‘“ boom” last year. 
Light weight is now quoting by dealers here on 
the basis of 444@41<c. for light weight, and 3}c. 
for heavy weight. 

JUTE BUTTS.—The transactions reported 
this week include 2,300 bales paper quality on 
spot at 2 9-16@2%c; 2,700 bales bagging quality 
on spot at 27¢@3ec. ; 3,000 bales paper quality, to 
arrive, at 2 9-16@2%c., and several lots bagging 
quality bought by speculators, to arrive, aggre- 
gating about 25,000 bales, at 2% to 3c. The 
market closes firm at full quoted prices. Freights 
and Butts are both said to be advancing at Cal- 
cutta. 


WOOD PULP.—No change is reported in this 
article; the demand continues very active and 
full prices are asked; 24 to 2%c. for Poplar, and 
24¢ to 3c. for Spruce, according to quality and | 
place of shipment. The same can be said of | 
Chemical Fibre, which is probably more scarce 
than Ground Wood Pulp, and none of good 
quality of Bleached is to be obtained at less than 
5i¢c., and 414 to 4%c. for Unbleached. 


FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK.—

been very quiet as the want of water still pre- 
vails, There are many large mills, however, 
that are equipped to run by steam and are not 
troubled by the general drought, but are able to 
run full time and are heavy consumers of stock. 
In spite of the dull state of the market some

very firm and high abroad, in fact too high for 
buyers’ views here, but there is no doubt that 
manufacturers are willing to pay a little ad- 
vance over prices of last month, provided they 
are sure that they will receive good honest 
stock. It is very certain that had we a full sup- 
ply of water throughout the country, trade 
would be very active, as the mills are full of 
orders, but think evidently that the stock deal- 
ers may as well carry the stock as themselves, 
and so buy very little in advance of their wants.

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The Manzfacture of Wall Paper. 


The*ise of paper as a covering for walls orig 
inated in China. It was introduced in Europe 
as a substitute for tapestry hangings—whence 
the term paper hangings—by the French. At 
the present time, owing to the improvements 
which have been effected in printing, and the 
wide range of colors open to the artist designer, 
it offers probably the cheapest and most ornate 
means of mural decoration. 

We are no longer indebted to Europe for the 
best patterns of paper decoration for house in- 
teriors; the time has gone by when we looked 
abroad for the highest efforts in such things, 
from an artistic point of view, and now Ameri- 
can manufacturers find that not only are they 
able to meet every requirement of the home 
market, supplying the wants of the most cul- 
tured in art and the less exacting demands of 
the mass of our people, but they are called upon 
to send their goods abroad, and can meet in the 
most earnest competition the manufacturers of 
other countries. 

The blank paper is received by the manufac- 
turer in the long rolls made by the Fourdrinier 
machine, and weighing from 80 to 85 pounds to 
the roll. It varies in quality according to the 
printing and finishing which it is to receive— 
weighing 9, 10, 12 and 14 ounces to the length of 
eight yards, which constitutes the usual length 
of the roll as sold at retail. The first process 
undergone is termed “ grounding,” and the ob- 
ject is to give the paper the requisite body to en- 
able it to receive the colored pattern. 
passing over a roller the paper is covered with a 
mixture of so-called Jersey clay, which con- 
tains some 18 per cent. of alumina, glue and 
water, and if the surface is to be finally polished 
—or satin finished—a percentage of lard oil is 
added. After the mixture is applied it is evenly 
distributed over the paper, first by two recipro- 
cating brushes, then by a rotating brush roller, 
and lastly by two brushes like the first. It then 
is conducted up between endless belts across 
which sticks are laid, and over which sticks the 


four yards hangs between any two. The belts 
are kept in constant 
motion, and the pa- 
per is thus conducted 
along the loft, which 
measures some 160 
feet in length. Steam 
coils are placed be- 
neath the belts and 
a temperature of 
120° maintained. 
About nine minutes 
are occupied by any 
one festoon of paper 
in making the jour- 
ney from grounding 
machine to the point 
where is again 
made into a roll, 
and during this 
period it becomes 
thoroughly dried. 
Frequently coloring 
matter is mixed with 
the ground paint, 
and the paper is thus 
given a flat tint, 
which forms a back- 
ground for the pat- 
tern,’ or which is left 
unaltered when the 
paper is meant to be 
perfectly plain. 
Imprinting the 
pattern by blocks is 
done in two ways, 
either by the block 
or old process, or by 
the roller or im- 
proved process. In 
either case each color 
entering into the de- 
sign must be printed 
separately, so that 
there must necessarily be as many blocks or types 
prepared asthere are tints in the pattern. The 
blocks are constructed of two layers of wood, a 
thin piece of maple fastened to a thicker backing 
of pine board. Each block is about twenty-six 
inches wide, two feet long, and an inch and a half 
to two inches in thickness. On the maple all of 
the design to be printed in a single color is 
drawn and afterward cut out by engravers, so 
that the lines are in high relief. The more deli- 
cate figuring is not made in the wood but is 
supplied by the insertion of bent pieces of brass. 
When the wood carving is completed, the work 
is brushed over with boiled oil, and when dry 
sent to the printer for use. The workman stands 
before a table, over which the paper passes. 
Hanging above the table, supported by an 
india-rubber cord, is the block. The upper end 
of the cord is attached to a small wheel travel- 
ing on an iron guide, so that the block may be 
swung from the table over to the place where it 
receives its covering of color. This last is ob- 
tained from what is termed the ‘‘slush box,” 
which consists of a shallow box, the bottom of 
which is covered with painted ticking. 
box floats on a mixture of water and paper 
pulp contained in a larger box, so that its bottom 
is always perfectly level. The workman first 
places the paper across his table, then swings the 
block over to the slush box and brings its carved 
side down on the paint. Next he carries the 
block back again and places it on the paper, of 
course using great care in registering, so that 
the impression may fall exactly on the right 
place. A vertical movable arm attached to a 
frame above is now rested upon the back of the 
block and forced down by a lever worked by the 
foot of the operator. This process is repeated 
until the whole piece is covered with the pat- 
tern, when it is hung up until perfectly dry. 
Hand printing is now used on borders where 
there are many colors and in the finer qualities 
of decorated paper, where the care requisite for

steam. These pa- 
pers have the ap- 
pearance and rich- 
ness of fine cloth, 
and are much in 
demand.

The well understood fact that 
the most economical form of steam engine yet 
devised—considering the boiler and engine as a 
whole—renders us in useful energy but about 15 


per cent, of the true energetic value of the fuel 
consumed therein, presents the considerations of

important problem of the present day. Super- 
heated steam has been demonstrated by the 
most distinguished engineers, from Watt 
down to the present day, as the best means of 


preventing ‘cylinder condensation,” to which 
has been attributed the true cause for the enor- 
mous loss sustained in the use of the steam en- 
gine by the present method of using saturated

steam. The way this loss occurs is exemplified 
as follows : With a cylinder in which steam at 
half-stroke, or fifty per cent. cut-off, is used— 
say at any pressure—imagine the steam ad- 
mitted until the piston reaches half-stroke, the 
boiler communica- 
tion closed, and the 
steam allowed to 
expand through the 
rest of the stroke, 
the exhaust opened, 
and the piston re- 
turned—then upon 
the steam coming 
in on the next 
stroke, we should 
expect to find the 
internal surfaces in 
the same condition 
as they were at 
first. But experi- 
ments and all ex- 
perience have 
shown us, that in 
the operations 
which have gone 
on during the first 
stroke, the internal 
surfaces have be- 
come chilled to a 
certain extent, and 
that a considerable 
portion of the steam 
entering is con- 
densed by them and 
converted into 
water. . 
This fact has 
been shown by Isherwood in his experi- 
ments, made with great care and expense, and 
the result has been found to be nearly 39 per 
cent. loss, at half cut-off—and the best engineers 
now estimate that about one-third of the fuel is 








wasted in this way. The only known remedy 
for the prevention of cylinder condensation is 
the proper use of superheated steam, by which 
one-third of eighty-five millions would be about 
twenty-seven millions of tons of coal per annum, 
amounting to nearly $100,000,000 per annum. 

Let us give an example of the manner in 
which superheated steam acts in the cylinder. 
First, it follows a different law from saturated 
steam ; it is governed by Marrotte’s law of gases 
and air. You can, by the addition of 480° of 
heat to the steam in a separate vessel, or super- 
heated, double its volume and also its pressure; 
if it were attempted to raise steam in a boiler to 
692°, it would have to be strong enough to stand 
a pressure of 2,500 Ibs. to the square inch. Super- 
heated steam is the safest and most economical 
method of using steam. 

One pound of water heated in a boiler to 212° 
is, by the addition of 966 units of heat, converted 
into 1,720 volumes of steam at atmosphere pres- 
sure. The 1,720 volumes may be taken as the meas- 
ure of the available mechanical force—the 966 
units of heat are worth 1,720 volumes of steam. 
Now, if these 1,720 volumes of steam at 212° be 
raised 480° higher, or to 692°, you will have 3,440 
volumes of steam at double the pressure, or 15 
pounds to the square inch. The 480° used upon 
the steam has given you the same quantity as 
966 units used upon the water. 

How much heat is required to raise one pound 
of steam 480°? The specific heat of water is 
1,000—the specific heat of steam is 0.475, or a 
unit of heat will raise one pound of water 1°— 
and one pound of steam 2°. But in our case, 
suppose the steam was raised 480°, and now it is 
evident at a cost of 240 units of heat, the 240 
units of heat used in superheating have done the 
work of 966 units used upon water; heat goes 
four times farther on steam than it does on 
water—if the heat costs the same as when used 
upon water, the cjear gain is 25 per cent. 

The primary causes of cylinder condensation 
are external and internal radiation of the 
metallic surface—conversion of heat units into 
work—and conversion of heat into work done 
during the first rush of the steam from the cyl- 
inder after the opening of the exhaust. A fur- 
| ther economic effect is produced by the great 
increase of volume 
of steam caused by 
the addition of super- 
heat. If 400° is re- 
quired in the cylinder 
(which it is perfectly 
safe to use) at one- 
half cut-off, it would 
be necessary to have 
your steam in the 
superheater at about 
596°, so that having 
it expanded down to 
400° at the half cut- 
off, you not only 
suppress entirely cyl- 
inder condensation, 
with its enormous 
save, but you in- 
crease your power 
about one-sixth. 

The modus oper- 
andi of superheated 
steam in the cylinder 
is this: All superheat 
is given off before 
condensation com - 
mences ; the moment 
the superheated 
steam enters the cy!- 
inder the superheat 
is absorbed by the 
metallic surfaces. 
The piston is now 
propelled, with steam 
less the superheat, to 
the point of cut-off. 
When a portion of 
the steam is con- 
verted into work, 
and the balance ex- 
panded into the re- 
maining half of the 
cylinder, now the superheat absorbed by the 
metallic surfaces (upon the principle that all 
things in nature seek their equilibrium) gives out 
its superheat to the devitalized steam, revivifies 
it ts a condition to enable it to perform the 
other half stroke, and the exhaust is then dis- 
charged at saturation. Steam used in this way 
makes the modern steam engine the most perfect 
in the world. It enables the maker to exhibit it 
as a real steam engine, and not one working half 


water.—American Railroad Journal.

Double-Glazed Windows. 


A writer in the English Mechanic points out 
some of the advantages of double-glazing in pro- 
moting the health of homes in winter. Sky- 
lights, he says, ought never to be put up unless 
double or double-glazed. Double-glazing answers 
perfectly if the sashes are grooved out for glass 
on each side, and are then glazed with an air 
space of one-half inch or more between the 
panes of glass. The glass must be put in with 
its inner faces perfectly bright and clean, and 
the glazing should be done on a cold dry day, 
so as not to include watery vapor, which in cold 
weather will condense inside the air space, and 
cause a mistiness. This double-glazing with an 
air space makes a window almost as warm as a 
brick wall, and not only keeps up the tempera- 
ture of a room in winter, and saves fuel, but it 
keeps the room cool in hot weather, and makes 
the temperature more uniform throughout the 
apartment. With ordinary thin glazing in win- 
ter the inmates are always being chilled on that 
side which looks toward the window, and baked 
on the side that is toward the fire. Double-glaz 
ing our window sashes would save all this trouble.
